FIRST NAVAL VnAININQ PO ST 


Was Established at Boston, Largely 
Through 
Efforts of Commodore 
William Bainhridge. 


The first naval school In the United 
States was established at the old Bos­ 
ton navy yard more than a century 
ago, the founder being Commodore 
Bainbridge, who Is known as the “Fa­ 
ther of American Naval Construction ” 
und who was bora in Princeton, N, J. 
Bainbridge/ was 
captured 
by 
the 
Freneb in 1798, during the naval con­ 
flicts between that country and the 
United States, and in 1802 be was 
held a prisoner for nine m onths by 
the Tripolitan pirates. 
He fought gallantly In the last w ar 
between America and England, and 
after Its conclusion Induced the Wash- \ 
lngton authorities to open a training 
rehool for officers at Boston. In 1840, 
some years after the death of the 
founder of American naval education, 
a naval school was opened Id the old 
naval asylum In Philadelphia, and here 
for a few years the midshipmen of 
the republic were instructed In the 
arts of w arfare on the sea. The plan 
was so successful that it was decided 
to open a permanent naval academy. 
Annapolis, Md., was chosen as the site 
of the echéol and there the present 
United States Naval academy was 
formally opened.

Sand Dunes in Gaacony. 
One of the most interesting and re­ 
markable of the rnauy regions for the 
observation of sand dunes lies between 
Bordeaux and Bayonne, in Gascony. 
T he sea here throws every year upon 
the beach, along a line of 100 miles in 
length, some 5,000,000 cubic yards of 
sand. 
The prevailing westerly winds 
continue picking up the surface parti­ 
cles fiom the westward slope, where 
they are again deposited, and the en­ 
tire ridge by this means alone moves 
gradually inward. 
In the course of 
years there has thus been formed a 
complex system of dunes, nil approxl 
mately parallel vitfa the coast and 
with one another and of all altitudes 
up to 250 feet. 
These are marching 
steadily inward at a rate of from three 
to six feet a year, whole villages hav­ 
ing sometimes been torn dowh to pre­ 
vent burial and rebuilt a t a distance.

English Church A uthorltits Continue 
to Distribute Coins, Though Rea. 
son for Doing So Is Forgotten. 


(International New* Service) 
W ashington. June 13— In view of 
the great demand 
for nurBes, Jane 
A. Delano, director of the Department 


of Nursing, American Red Cross, is 
appealing to the high schoolR of the 
country to bring to the attention of 
girl graduates this month the oppor­ 
tunity for service of a high order af­ 
forded by the nursing profession. 
"We are 
confronted 
today by a 
world-nursing problem,” 
said 
Miss 
Delano, "and the majority 
of 
the 
nurses upon whom we may depend to 
meet this world problem, are, I be­ 
lieve, in our own United States. 
It 
is estimated that there are between 
*0,000 and 90,000 registered nurses in 
the United States 
“About 40,000 of these are members 
of the American Nurses’ associatlop. 
a national organization sim ilar to the 
American Medical association. 
Tbes* 
40,000 nurses are comparatively easy 
to reach, because they are listed with 
our 
nursing 
organizations. 
PTom 
among these nurses we have airead) 
more than 21,000 Red Cross nurses 
“We have sent to Europe .either for 
service in the military hospitals or 
for public health work and Infant 
welfare work In France. Uoumania 
and Greece over 4,000 nurses; 
we 
have assigned to duty in our canton 
ment hospitals about 4,000 
nurses 
tnd we have 96 serving in the sani­ 
tary zones surrounding the canton; 
ments. 
Altogether we have assignet 
to duty, since .the beginning of tn*

The majority of grad- 
late nurses in the world have been 
rained either in

England or In Japan. There are very 
ew training schools throughout all 
if southern Europe—only here and 
'.here one. 
After this war I believe 
lie importance of nursing will have 
teen so brought home to the people 
hat they will demand more schools 
'or nurses, and they must rely upon 
‘his country and upon England es- 
'*>ec!al!y to furnish the superintend­ 
ents. 
"The high schools can co-operate 
with us in bringing to pupils, the 
Graduates of high schools, the dignity 
if nursing as a profession. 
I believe 
hat the psychological moment is here 
when nursing will

>mong the im portant work of the 
vorld. 
We shall need more women 
or public health work. 
And follow - 
ng the conclusion of the war we shall 
teed training school superintendents 
n great numbers.
